It  has  lately  been  my  good  fortune  to  acquire  a  copy  of  that 
scarce  .work,  the  Visitation  of  Middlesex  in  1663-1664,  printed 
for  Sir  Thomas  Phillipps  in  1820  (from  Harleian  MS.  1468), 
which  was  formerly  in  the  library  of  the  late  Sir  Charles 
Young,  Garter  King  of  Arms,  and  was  by  him  annotated 
throughout  with  the  most  scrupulous  care,  from  the  archives 
of  the  Heralds'  College.  It  contains  a  note  in  his  own  hand- 
writing   (dated     1821),   certifying    that   it  had  been 

"Collated  with  D.  17  with  which  it  now  agrees  in  substance  of  matter 
and  descents,  but  not  following  the  spelling  of  the  original." 

Having  satisfied  myself  that  the  additions  and  corrections 
made  by  Sir  Charles  Young  were  not  only  of  great  interest  and 
importance (])  but  also  so  many  in  number  as  to  prove  that  the 
text  printed  for  Sir  Thomas  Phillipps  is  thoroughly  untrust- 
worthy, I  have  embodied  them  in  this  reprint  of  the  Visitation, 
which  I  have  made  uniform  with  the  publications  of  the 
Harleian    Society. 

This  volume  is  of  quite  a  unique  character,  for  it  places  as 
I  have  shown,  at  the  disposal  of  my  genealogical  friends — 
for  whom  this  reprint  is  primarily  intended — the  jealously 
guarded  information  in  the  possession  of  the  College  of  Arms, 
direct  from  the  pen   of  its  Chief,   Garter   King  of  Arms.
